Station Lays off staff, cuts newscasts

broadcasting Local televi¬ 
sion is changing in Edmon¬ 
ton and across the country, 
after Citytv officials deliv¬ 
ered sobering news yester¬ 
day of layoffs and pro¬ 
grams going off-air. 

The restructuring plan 
includes cancellation of 
the station’s local noon, 6 
p.m. and 11 p.m. news¬ 
casts. Citytv Edmonton 
will continue to produce 
Breakfast Television, 
though the morning show 


has been cut from four 
hours to three. 

In a statement, Rogers 
Media Television CEO 
Leslie Sole called the na¬ 
tion-wide cuts “necessary 
to align our operations 
with the economic and 
regulatory realities of our 
industiy.” 

Rogers Media Television 
spokeswoman Koreen Ott 
confirmed six per cent of 
the company’s 1,000 em¬ 
ployees were dismissed, 
though didn’t say how 
many were from Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“It’s been a difficult day 


for eveiyone involved,” Ott 
said. 

Though Rogers-owned 
OMNI Television employ¬ 
ees were not included in 
the six per cent, OMNI Ed¬ 
monton ENG photogra¬ 
pher Brian Haydey con¬ 
firmed he was dismissed 
yesterday. 

Haydey, who has worked 
for OMNI Edmonton since 
its launch in 2008, said 
goodbyes were tearful at 
the station. 

“Most didn’t expect this 
and everyone is sad,” he 
said. “Good people lost 
their jobs today.”

Search for arson suspect 
featured on crime show

Edmonton police are using 
every means at their 
disposal to catch a suspect 
in an arson-for-extortion 
case. And that includes us¬ 
ing one of America’s 
longest-running crime 
shows. 

EPS robbery detectives 
working on 
a three-year- 
old arson 
extortion 
case got a 
much need¬ 
ed shot in 
the arm 

when their 
case was fea¬ 
tured Satur¬ 
day on 
America’s Most Wanted. 
The program runs in the 
U.S. and Canada has an ex¬ 
cellent record for helping 
to track down criminals. 

In this case, 25-year-old 
Albertan Christopher 
David Meer is being 
sought. 

“Before we had an op¬ 
portunity to deal with this 
individual, we received in¬ 
formation he had left 
Canada,” said Det. Rob Pa- 
ton. “One of our strategies 
was to contact America’s 
Most Wanted. 

“Within hours of that 
segment being aired ... I 
was already receiving tips.” 

Paton says there is still a 
$25,000 reward outstand¬ 
ing that the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Commission has of¬ 
fered. 

The investigation dates 
back to March 2007 when 
officers began looking into

a possible connection be¬ 
tween three arsons in the 
Edmonton and Pigeon

Two fires in South Ed¬ 
monton in November and 
December, 2007, and a 
third in Pigeon Lake in 
March of that year were all 
included in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Officers soon learned 
that they were dealing 
with a situation that ex¬ 
tended beyond three isolat¬ 
ed arsons. 

Over the course of the in¬ 
vestigation it was learned 
that five individuals, all 
from Alberta, allegedly 
used intimidation, fear and 
violence to affect several of 
their business and person¬ 
al relationships in the 
province. 

Investigators have re¬ 
vealed two people were 
charged and have since 
pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced to a federal pen¬ 
itentiary. 

Two others are awaiting 
trial.

Doctors at the Stollery 
Children’s Hospital were 
planning to unplug three- 
month-old Isaiah James 
May from the ventilator,

The boy’s parents, Rebec- 
lca and Isaac May, want the 
courts to give them 90 days 
to get an independent 
medical assessment of 
their son. 

They say he is showing 
signs of improvement 
since he was born suffering 
from oxygen deprivation.

Prime minister tweaks cabinet 

Day tabbed to head Treasury Board, other major positions unchanged 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper called it “fine-tun¬ 
ing the ministry," perhaps 
because “recalibrate" was 
already taken. 

Three weeks after he 
shut down Parliament to 
give his minority govern¬ 
ment an extended winter 
break to “recalibrate” its 
agenda, Harper performed 
a minor make-over on his 
cabinet yesterday that left 
most major portfolios un¬ 
touched. 

“This is the cabinet that 
will lead us through the 
second and final phase of 


our economic action plan,” 
Harper declared. 

The cabinet changes, 
which touch on 13 portfo¬ 
lios, were headlined by a 
Conservative government 
pitch to wrestle down the 
staggering deficits that 
sprang seemingly from 
nowhere after the October 
2008 election and threaten 
to march indefinitely into 
the future. 

Stockwell Day, the for¬ 
mer flamboyant Canadian 
Alliance leader who has 
mellowed into a yeoman 
cabinet performer for 


At 38 members, 
including Stephen 
Harper, the Con¬ 
servative executive is close 
to the all-time high of 40 ap¬ 
pointed by Brian Mulroney 
in 1984. 

Harper, was moved out of 
International Trade to the 
Treasury Board, where he 
has a mandate to keep a 
tight lid on public spend¬ 
ing. 

“It will be essential for 
the government to restrain 
the growth of spending,” 
said Harper. “The presi¬ 


dent of the Treasury Board 
plays a critical role in over¬ 
seeing government expen¬ 
ditures.” 

Day, asked about his fu¬ 
ture cabinet vocabulaiy, 
deadpanned: “I think 

you’ll hear two words: No 
and No.” 

But government eco¬ 
nomic retooling was hard¬ 
ly the theme of yesterday’s 
shuffle. 

Senior economic portfo¬ 
lios, including Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty, In¬ 
dustry Minister Tony 
Clement, Infrastructure 


and Transport Minister 
John Baird and Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Diane Fin¬ 
ley remained unchanged. 

Also untouched were De¬ 
fence, Environment, For¬ 
eign Affairs, Heritage Indi¬ 
an Affairs and Justice. 

It is in essence the same 
crew that drove program 
spending up by 17.6 per 
cent over their first three 
years in power, slashed 
revenues by cutting two 
points off the GST, and is 
now projecting a $56-bil- 
lion deficit for 2009-10.

joined by their relatives. 

A coalition of refugee 
and immigrant groups pre¬ 
sented a number of re¬ 
quests yesterday for Ottawa 
to further relax its entry 
rules during the ongoing 
humanitarian crisis. 

They delivered that 
lengthy list as distressed 
Haitian-Canadians contin¬ 
ued massing outside the of¬ 
fices of immigration con¬ 
sultants in the desperate 
hope they might help get 
their loved ones here faster. 

Advocates want the defi¬ 
nition of who qualifies for 
family reunification to be 
broadened beyond the im¬ 
mediate household, to in¬ 


clude brothers, sisters, 
aunts, uncles, nieces, 
nephews and grandpar¬ 
ents. 

They were asked at a 
press conference how 
many Haitian refugees 


their proposals might open 
the door to, and said it was 
impossible to provide an es¬ 
timate. 

In addition to automatic 
entry for closer family 
members, they want more 


distant relatives — like 
cousins — to be considered 
on a case-by-case basis. 

They say Ottawa has 
shown some signs of flexi¬ 
bility, but needs to do far

Privacy boss 
urged to look 
into Nexopia 

networking Canada’s pri¬ 
vacy commissioner 
should investigate how a 
youth-oriented social net¬ 
working site uses the per¬ 
sonal information of its 
members, an Ottawa- 
based consumer advocacy 
group said yesterday. 

The Public Interest Ad¬ 
vocacy Centre has filed a 
complaint with Jennifer 
Stoddart about Nexopia’s 
alleged “unnecessary and 
non-consensual use and 
disclosure of personal in¬ 
formation.” 

Nexopia boasts that it 
has more than 1.4 million 
users, most of them 
living in Western Canada, 
and has become “the 
place to be for teens look¬ 
ing to express themselves 
to the world.” It hosts 
user profiles, blogs and 
forums and has attracted 
controversy for giving 
teens a venue to talk 
about risque topics like 
drugs and sex. 

Police have said that 
sexual predators have 
used Nexopia to search 
for young victims. 

The Edmonton-based 
website should be forced 
to adjust how it deals 
with the personal 
information of users, who 
are as young as 13, said 
John Lawford, lawyer for 
the advocacy centre.

R ush Limbaugh is 
an appalling per¬ 
son. In the wake of 
the Haiti earth¬ 
quake, he respond¬ 
ed to U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s plea for donations 
by advising his radio audi¬ 
ence not to respond: “We’ve 


already donated. It’s called 
the U.S. income tax.” 

When it comes down to 
the angels versus Rush Lim¬ 
baugh, you always want to 
be on the side of the angels. 
But you also have to wonder 
about the angels. 

With the best of inten¬ 
tions, the angels (including 
all the minor deities: 
Celebrities, the media, well- 
meaning politicos and, 
above all, Bono) are con¬ 
tributing to disaster fatigue. 

Case in point: Did you 
watch the Golden Globes 
Sunday? A parade of (literal¬ 
ly) overexposed starlets 


took to the stage, each 
wearing a ribbon to express 
solidarity with the people of 
Haiti, along with hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in 
gowns, jewels and boob 
jobs, each solemnly encour¬ 
aging me to give, apparent¬ 
ly unaware of the unattrac¬ 
tive juxtaposition. 

Point 2. In the immediate 
aftermath of the earth¬ 
quake, various celebrity 
journalists wandered 
around the devastation that 
was once Port-Au-Prince, 
poking cameras into the 
faces of dazed survivors, 
lamenting the devastation. 


Not one hair out of place. I 
kept waiting for one of 
them to put the damn mike 
down, roll up designer 
sleeves, and get to work. Or 
at least give someone a 
drink of water. 

I’m not done yet: This Fri¬ 
day, various superstars will 
get together and stage a 
good old-fashioned 

telethon, thanks to the no¬ 
ble efforts of George 
Clooney. More jewels and 
gowns for disaster. Right af¬ 
ter the show, you’ll be able 
to download the tunes, with 
all the proceeds going to 
Haiti. Please ignore the sub¬ 


tle undercurrent of ex¬ 
ploitation. 

Meanwhile, rescue forces 
haven’t even tallied up all 
the dead, while they have to 
cope with aftershocks, loot¬ 
ers, disease and unimagin¬ 
able deprivation. 

I’m not sure how much of 
this is helping and how 
much of it is marketing. 
Haven’t we learned any¬ 
thing about nature’s capaci¬ 
ty to kick the poor of the 
world in the teeth, and 
can’t we get there with 
food, water and rescue 
faster? Why does it always 
seem that the governments 


of the world have been tak¬ 
en by surprise, and it’s up to 
you and me to bail them 
out? Isn’t it time to change 
the script? 

I realize Haiti needs to be 
rebuilt from the ground up, 
but I wonder if we could do 
with fewer gowns and jew¬ 
els and more forethought 
and effective response. 

And if that makes me 
more like Rush Limbaugh 
and less like Bono, I guess 
I’ll have to live with it.

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UN to beef up security in Haiti 

Security Council to send 3,500 more troops, police to aid earthquake relief 


The UN Security Council 
yesterday unanimously 
approved 3,500 extra 
troops and police officers 
to beef up security in Haiti 
and ensure that desperate¬ 
ly needed aid gets to 
earthquake victims as the 
world body defended 
itself against criticism that 
millions still don't have 
food or water. 

A week after the 7.0-mag¬ 
nitude quake struck, UN 
Secretaiy-General Ban Ki- 
Moon said the UN food 
agency distributed rations 
for nearly 200,000 people. It 
is a small percentage of the 
three million to 3.5 million 
the UN says have been af¬ 
fected. Ban said the UN goal 
is to increase the number of 
people receiving food to 
one million this week and 
at least two million in the 
following two weeks. 


Kennedy’s seat falls 
to Republicans 

Massachusetts In a major 
upset in liberal Massachu¬ 
setts, Republican Scott 
Brown rode a wave of voter 
anger to defeat Democrat 
Martha Coakley in a U.S. 
Senate election yesterday 
that may leave President 
Barack Obama’s health-care 
overhaul in doubt. The loss 
by the once-favoured Coak¬ 
ley for the seat that the late 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
held for nearly half a centu¬ 
ry signalled big problems 
for the president’s party.

SEX CHANGES Cuba has begun 
performing state-sponsored 
sex-change operations after 
the government lifted a long¬ 
time ban on the procedure in 
2007, President Raul Castro's 
daughter said yesterday. A sex¬ 
ologist and gay-rights 
advocate, Mariela Castro runs 
the Center for Sex Education, 
which prepares transsexuals 
for sex-change operations. 


CAYMAN islands A 5.8-mag- 
nitude earthquake struck off 
the Cayman Islands yesterday, 
but no damage or injuries 
were reported. The quake was 
centred in the Caribbean Sea 
about 65 kilometres east-

Central bank signals intent for low interest rates 


The global recovery is 
strengthening, but still 
needs a boost from 
massive “extraordinary” 
stimulus measures to sus¬ 
tain growth, the Bank of 
Canada said yesterday. 

And the central bank al¬ 
so signalled once again it 
intends to keep interest 
rates at historic lows until 
at least mid-year despite 
growth returning to the 
Canadian economy. 

“Economic growth in 
Canada resumed in the 
third quarter of 2009 and 
is expected to have picked 
up ftirther in the fourth 
quarter,” bank governor 
Mark Carney and his poli¬ 
cy-making council said in 
an accompanying note.

Superstar aerialist prepares 
for last shot at Olympic gold 


quest Eight years ago, aeri¬ 
alist Steve Omischl had the 
physical tools to reach an 
Olympic podium but 
lacked the mental tough¬ 
ness. Four years later, Omis¬ 
chl was mentally strong but 
a serious foot injuiy cur¬ 
tailed his quest for an 
Olympic title. 

Now 31 and facing his fi¬ 
nal Winter Games, the na¬ 
tive of North Bay, Ont. is of 
sound mind and body as he 
takes his final crack at the 
gold medal that has eluded 
him twice before. 

Omischl is a superstar in 
his sport, with a resume 
that includes four World 
Cup overall champi¬ 
onships, five Canadian ti¬ 
tles and 20 career World 
Cup victories. But it’s a pair 
of less impressive showings 
that stand out the most — 
Omischl placed 11th in his 
first Olympics in Salt Lake 
City in 2002, then slipped 
to 20th at the 2006 Games 
in Turin, Italy. 

Omischl admitted he did¬ 
n’t know what to expect as 
a 23-year-old making his 
first Games appearance. 

“I was overwhelmed at 
how big and flashy eveiy- 
thingwas,” Omischl says in 
a recent interview. “Instead 
of competing in places 
where nobody really cares,

we have 20,000 people in 
the stands and there’s all 
this media attention. As a 
young kid, I definitely got 
caught up in the expecta¬ 
tion of it all, and I got away 
from remembering what 
got me there.”

Organizers of the 2010 
Games are hurrying hard 
to ensure venues look and 
feel like Olympic sites and 
that issues — including 
humidity from the coats 
of sopping wet spectators 
— don’t affect athletes’ 
performances. 

Jan Damnavits, VANOC’s 
director of city venues, said 
the Richmond Olympic 
Oval and the Vancouver 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Centre, home of long-traclc 
speedskating and curling, 
respectively, are in a three- 
to-four-weelc “fit out” stage 
of preparation. 

Tents and fences are be¬ 
ing put up and security 
perimeters are being estab¬ 
lished. The bright green 
and blue Vancouver 2010 
graphics are being plas¬ 
tered on fences and build¬ 
ings. 

“We’re on plan,” 
Damnavits said yesterday 
during a tour of the two 
venues. 

“The Games are coming 
on the 12th and the venues 
have to open. It’s not an op¬ 
tion to wait until the 13th.” 

The Richmond Olympic 
Oval, which will hold 7,600 
spectators, will have 57 
temporary tents, 23 trailers 
and 75 portable toilets. 

More than 30 kilometres 
of cable is being installed 
for broadcast lighting. 

Large white tents were 
also used to create a dou¬ 
ble-door to keep humidity 
in the Oval low. 

Inside, the large river-fac¬ 
ing windows have been

2010 and the Olympic mot¬ 
to: With Glowing Hearts. 

The Vancouver Olympic 
and Paralympic Centre, 
which will hold 5,600 spec¬ 
tators and will be the 
largest curling venue in the 
history of the Games, will 
use 26 tents to form a cov¬ 
ered concourse for specta¬ 
tors. 

“The outside environ¬ 


ment can have a very posi¬ 
tive or negative impact on 
the field of play,” said Neil 
Houston, manager of curl¬ 
ing during the Games. 

“The major challenge at 
this point is that we 
haven’t had 6,000 people 
and pouring rain to test it 
out fully.” 

Water evaporating be¬ 
cause of body heat from 
the clothes of thousands of 
drenched fans could raise 
humidity in the building, 
he said. It could cause frost 


on the ice and could im¬ 
pact the way the stones re¬ 
spond. 

GM Place, which will be¬ 
come Canada Hockey Place 
during the Games, will not 
begin its formal “fit-out” 
process until after Jan. 27, 
the date of the final Van¬ 
couver Canucks home 
game until March.

Flood at B.C. Place won't affect opening ceremonies: Officials 


roof A small flood at B.C.

“We had a minor inci¬ 
dent. Some water did come 
through a vent, a couple of 
hundred gallons.

Vancouver will mark the 
first time in Winter 
Olympic histoiy an opening 
ceremonies is held indoors. 
Located on False Creek in 
Vancouver’s downtown, 


B.C. Place will also host the 
Games closing ceremonies 
and is the site of the nightly 
medal presentations and 
concerts. 

Pounding rain and work 
being done on the stadi¬ 
um’s Teflon-coated roof in 
preparation for the Games 
caused last week’s incident, 
Podmore said. 

“As part of the opening 
ceremonies (they) are hang¬ 
ing things from the roof,” 
he said. “It has caused, occa¬ 
sionally, a little depression 
that collects water on the 
roof. 

“We are addressing it. We 
have people there 24 hours 


a day. What we have to do is 
just move some of the com¬ 
ponents that are being 
hung to make sure it’s bal¬ 
anced and we don’t create 
these depressions.” 

The marshmallow-shaped 
roof, which covers about 
four hectares, collapsed in 
Januaiy 2007, after the 
weight from snow created a 
seven-metre tear.

Enrolling in a university 
gives students access to a 
range of fitness and health 
experts the likes of which 
they’ll never see again, 
with staff on hand to get 
you into shape and to deal 
with injuries if it goes bad- 

iy- 

Susan Yurincich, fitness 
centre manager at Brock 
University, points to the 
school’s qualified instruc¬ 
tors in spin class, kick box¬ 
ing, ball workouts, aqua 
fitness, dance, fencing and 
Japanese swordsmanship. 

“You also get a free ori¬ 
entation with a personal 
trainer,” she says. “(Stu¬ 
dents) get their own fitness 
program created for 
them.” 

Brock, which has cam¬ 
puses in St. Catharine’s 
and Hamilton, both in On¬ 
tario, has hundreds of var¬ 
sity and intramural teams 
in sports such as soccer, 
volley ball, hockey, under¬ 
water hockey and dodge 
ball. 

“Just having a Brock stu¬ 
dent card, they automati¬ 


cally get the use of our in¬ 
door track, all the gyms, 
our studios, the whirlpool, 
the pool, squash courts 
and outdoor tennis 
courts,” Yurincich says. 
Most other post-secondary 
institutions work this way 
as well. 

Joe Kenny, head of 
Brock’s Athletic Therapy 
Clinic, oversees a staff in¬ 
cluding three full-time ath¬ 
letic therapists, three 
sports medicine doctors 
and an orthopedic surgeon 
to deal with any sports-re¬ 
lated injuries, be they var¬ 
sity or intramural. 

University is a great time 
to get sick, too. In Halifax, 
nurse manager Jane 
Collins sees 60 to 70 stu¬ 
dents a day at Saint Maiy’s 
University’s Student 
Health Centre. Complaints 
range from bad backs to 
sexually transmitted infec¬ 
tions to mental-health is¬ 
sues. 

“We have the best health 
service in the city,” Collins 
says, with a team of practi¬ 
tioners led by five doctors 
swiftly tending to sick stu¬ 


dents. “If anybody comes 
by who has a sore throat or 
something urgent like a 
bladder infection, we al¬ 
ways fit them in.” 

The centre does blood 
work onsite, saving stu¬ 
dents a trip to the hospital. 
It can also do minor sur¬ 
geries like wart removal. 
The costs are included in 
the student health plan. 
That’s great news for inter¬ 
national students, who 
otherwise would face a 
hefty bill and a long wait 
with a trip to the emer¬ 
gency room. 

The centre closes on the 
weekends, but it’s not un¬ 
usual for Collins to get a 
call on her cellphone from 
a student who needs the 
morning-after pill. She al¬ 
ways makes sure they get 
what they need. 

For mental health, they 
have psychiatrists and stu¬ 
dent counsellors to whom 
they refer students and 
psychologists are covered 
under the health plan. 
“We’re veiy aware of men¬ 
tal health. This is the age 
of early psychosis,” she ex-

plains. “If somebody 
comes in who’s obviously 
in a psychotic episode, we 
send them to the early psy¬ 
chosis program or the 
psych nurse at the local 
hospital.” 

The centre also provides 
information on sexuality 
and sexual health, includ¬ 
ing daily tests for STIs. 

“There’s all kinds of 
pamphlets and educational 
material,” Collins says.

The engine in your vehicle 
is called an internal com¬ 
bustion engine because 
gasoline bums inside it to 
provide power to the 
wheels. 

Still, while gasoline is es¬ 


sential to the process, it can 
also cause problems: The 
carbon from combustion 
can build up on vital engine 
parts and reduce efficiency. 

Gasoline companies 
blend in cleaning additives 
to reduce this, including 
Shell and its nitrogen-en¬ 
riched fuels. 

While it may sound like 


more of a performance ad¬ 
ditive, the gaseous nitro¬ 
gen is part of a “package” of 
cleaning additives. 

Its role is to improve solu¬ 
bility and so keep the addi¬ 
tives properly blended. 
Since you can’t shake your 
vehicle’s tank to mix the 
cleaning additives with the 
fuel, the nitrogen is there 


to keep them suspended 
and prevent them from set¬ 
tling. 

“Our V-Power has five 
times the amount of addi¬ 
tives required for premium 
gasoline,” says Shell’s fuels 
project engineer Bobby 
Bowden. “The additive is in 
all three grades; the propor¬ 
tion is what’s different.”

ata Nano fever has 
spread to North 
America. If you’re 
one of the inflicted 
we can only offer 
condolences. Because there 
is no vaccine, and only faint 
hope that this intriguing 
car will ever enter our 
midst. 

Nano was initially devel¬ 
oped for its home market of 
India, where the base vehi¬ 
cle sells for about 100,000 
rupees — roughly $2,250 
Cdn. 

But the concept of a sim¬ 
ple, small, no frills, inex¬ 
pensive, ultra fuel-efficient 
device is compelling to peo¬ 
ple all over the globe, par¬ 
ticularly these days, when 
there is a heightened em¬ 
phasis on efficient mobility, 
and a scary economy. 

Nano freaks here first 
perked up their ears when 
Tata went on record saying 
the company recognizes 
there is definitely a market 
for Nano in developed coun¬ 
tries. It subsequently un¬ 
veiled a European version at 
this year’s Geneva auto 
show, with a planned 
launch in 2011. 

And during auto show 
week in Detroit this month, 
an example of this Euro¬ 
pean Nano was proudly on 
display at the Detroit Sci¬ 
ence Center. Some took this 
as a sign that Nanos would 
be soon be consorting on 
our streets and highways. 
Tata is apparently mulling 
things over, but the odds 


are certainly stacked 
against its entry into our 
markets. 

For starters, to meet our 
safety standards and per¬ 
formance and convenience 
expectations, the Nano 
would have to be heavier 
and more powerful (than 35 
hp), and that means less fu¬ 
el efficiency and a higher 
sticker price, factors that 
would quickly dilute the pu¬ 
rity of its current com¬ 
pelling formula. We also 
have a terrible track record 
when it comes to the long¬ 
term acceptance of small, 
basic, inexpensive cars from 
far-flung lands. 

Remember how we treat¬ 
ed Skoda? Lada? Dacia? First 
we say, “Yeah, sure, come 
on over for coffee.” Then 
soon after, “Who invited 
you?” Small cars like Nano 
are also famous for having 
small profit margins. To 
make money on Nano, Tata 
will need to sell quite a lot 
of them. 

But Tata has very limited 
capacity at present and lots 
of debt, and here in North 
America its initial cus¬ 
tomers might only be the 
“hipsters” — those who 
chose products primarily 
for their ironic cache. 

And if there turns out to 
be a healthy market here 
for Nano and its ilk in the 
future, who is say it 
couldn’t be fulfilled by Toy¬ 
ota, Honda or Ford? If Toy¬ 
ota can build a $375,000 
Lexus LFA supercar and 
compete in FI, I’m pretty 
sure they can cobble togeth¬ 
er a Nano slayer. 

Finally, Mr. Tata noted he 
got inspired to create and 
build the Nano, after seeing 
entire families of six or sev¬ 
en riding together on little 
scooters. 

For those Indian families, 
a Tata Nano is obviously a 


safer and more practical al¬ 
ternative. But six or seven 
on a scooter is not a phe¬ 
nomenon you just see a lot 
of in this countiy, whether 
on Yonge Street in Toronto 


or on Highway 12 in 
Saskatchewan.

The most important safety 
feature on your vehicle is 
your tires. Only when they 
lose their grip do your anti- 
lock brakes, stability con¬ 
trol and airbags start doing 
their job to protect you. 

Having too little air in 
your tires increases their 
rolling resistance, so you 
waste fuel. Too much air, 
and the tires wear unevenly 
and ride harshly. For best 
performance, check your 
tire pressure once a month. 

You can buy a gauge in 
the auto section of any ma¬ 
jor stores. Inexpensive ones 
are fine, and it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you get the “stick” 
type, or one with a dial. To 
find the recommended 
pressure, check the owner’s 
manual or the placard in¬ 
side the doorjamb. 

Check when the car’s 
been sitting for a few hours, 
or driven no more than two 
kilometres. Unscrew the lit¬ 
tle cap on the valve, and 
then press the gauge firmly 
onto the stem. It takes a bit 
of practice, and you’ll prob¬ 
ably let out some of the air 
before you get the hang of 
it. Then read the number on 
the gauge. 


If it’s too low, add some 
air, pressing the air hose 
onto the valve the same 
way as when you checked 
it. If it’s too high, press on 
the little pin inside the tire 
valve with the tip of the 
gauge to release air. Screw 
the cap back on and check 
the others, including the 
spare. 

Even if your car has a tire 
pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem, you should still check. 
The warning lights only 
come on when the tire is 
down by 25 per cent; you 
could still be wasting fuel 
even though your car hasn’t 
warned you. 

Worn tread is dangerous: 
the tire loses its grip, espe¬ 
cially on slippeiy roads. 
Look for “wear bars,” which 
are little rubber bars that 
run across the tread. 

On a new tire, they’re 
deep inside and can be hard 
to find, but if they’re visible 
close to the top of the tread, 
the tire needs replacement. 
You can also use a penny to 
check. Tuck it into the tread 
with the top of the Queen’s 
head facing down. If you 
can see any part of her head 
above her eyes, your tires 
are worn enough to com¬ 
promise handling. If you 
can see her crown, they’re 
unsafe.

Story more important than high profile roles: Ford 


Few actors have achieved 
the iconic status of Harri¬ 
son Ford. The man who 
cracked Indiana Jones' 
whip and flew the Milleni¬ 
um Falcon is an idol for 
generations of movie 
lovers — and has made 
Hollywood lots of money. 

When asked if he ever 
predicted his success, Ford 
humbly admits that it was 
hardly what he expected. “I 
thought if I was really lucky 
I’d get a regular part in a TV 
series. I had no ambition to 
be anything more than an 
employed actor,” Ford says. 

“I had no concept of the 
potential that I was lucky 
enough to achieve. I 
thought I was a char¬ 
acter actor, not a 
leading man.” 

But despite 
all his success, 
the 67-year old 
Ford admits he 
is now less in¬ 
terested in find¬ 
ing high profile 
films to increase his star 
status than he is in finding 
roles that interest him as 
an actor. 

“What I look for is some¬ 
thing different from what 
I’ve done lately and a role 
that plays an important 
part in telling a story that I 
think would make a good 
movie,” says Ford. 

This search for material 
led Ford to produce Ex¬ 
traordinary Measures, the 
true story of John Crowley, 
a man who gave up a suc¬ 
cessful career to pursue a 
cure to the rare disease af¬ 
fecting his children. 

It was Ford who brought 
the material to the studio 
to turn it into a film. “I 
thought Crowley’s stoiy 
was a fantastic example of 
what courage, conviction, 
and passion can do to 
change your life,” says Ford. 

“I was looking for materi¬ 


al to develop in which I 
would have a role to play. It 
seemed to me that the best 
ally for a character was sto¬ 
ry. So I thought that if I had 
a strong story I could find a 
strong character.” 

The project allowed Ford 
to create the role of the 
surely Dr. Robert 
Stonehill, who 
helps Crowley 
achieve his 
goal. Stonehill is 
not based on a re¬ 
al person, in¬ 
stead Ford cre¬ 
ated his charac¬ 
ter based on the 
research that he and 
his filmmaking part¬ 
ners uncovered. 

We didn’t 
find any¬ 
one as 
malad¬ 
justed 
and diffi¬ 
cult as my 
character, 
but we found 
the circumstances 
that might lead a 
man to feel that way. 

Often a college’s foot¬ 
ball coach will make 
more than the entire 
science budget of 
some institutions,” 
says Ford. The char¬ 
acter plays to the ac¬ 
tor’s strengths, but 
he is quick to ad¬ 
mit that he has 
no intention of 
producing films 
regularly. “I 
wouldn’t do it un¬ 
less there’s a good 
part for myself. 

It’s too much 
like a real job 
otherwise.” 

Of course, no 
matter what the 
actor has done 
lately, fans still 
want to see him 
return to his most 


famous roles. Ford admits 
there’s a chance he will be 
donning Indy’s fedora 
again. 

“George Lucas is working 
on a new idea. If it bears 
fruit and Steven Spielberg 
and I both respond to it, I’d 
be happy to do it,” says 
Ford. But for now. 


the actor is primarily fo¬ 
cused on finding new and 
interesting characters to 
share with his audience, 
much as he always has: “I 
didn’t become an actor to 
be rich an famous. I did it 
to tell stories and have a 
job that I liked.”

China pulls plug on 2-D version of Avatar 


film Chinese censors have 
ordered the 2-D version of 
Avatar pulled from screens 
across the country, appar¬ 
ently to reduce competi¬ 
tion for the homegrown 
film industry. 

The 3-D and IMAX ver¬ 
sions of James Cameron’s 
global hit will continue 


their run into February. 
But Saturday marks the 
end of the 2-D run of the 
science fiction epic. 

China Film Group, the 
state-run domestic distrib¬ 
utor of the Hollywood 
blockbuster, has reported¬ 
ly ordered the move after 
receiving instructions 


from China’s censors. 

Reportedly, part of the 
reason is to reduce competi¬ 
tion for China’s home¬ 
grown films, like the state 
backed biopic of Confucius, 
the ancient Chinese 
philosopher, which opens 
this week. There is also sen¬ 
sitivity to the movie’s plot, 


which revolves around the 
forced evictions of the alien 
Na’vi race by humans — a 
stoiy line that some have 
said draws unflattering 
comparisons to China’s 
own, often brutal removal 
of millions of residents to 
make way for property de¬ 
velopers.

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A tradition ‘nevermore?

A mysterious visitor who 
left roses and cognac at the 
grave of Edgar Allan Poe 
each year on the writer’s 
birthday failed to show 
early Tuesday, breaking 
with a ritual that began 
more than 60 years ago. 

“I’m confUsed, befud¬ 
dled,” said Jeff Jerome, cu¬ 
rator of the Poe House and 
Museum. “I don’t know 
what’s going on.” 

The tradition dates back 
to at least 1949, according 
to newspaper accounts 
from the era, Jerome said. 
Since then, an unidenti¬ 
fied person has come every 
Jan. 19 to leave three roses 
and a half-bottle of cognac 
at Poe’s grave in a church 
cemetery in Baltimore. 

The event has become a 
pilgrimage for die-hard 
Poe fans, some of whom 
travel hundreds of miles. 
About three dozen stood 
huddled in blankets dur¬ 
ing the overnight cold 
Tuesday, peering through 
the churchyard’s iron 
gates hoping to catch a 
glimpse of the figure 
known only as the ‘Poe 
toaster.’ 

At 5:30 a.m., Jerome 
emerged from inside the 
church, where he and a se¬ 


lect group of Poe enthusi¬ 
asts keep watch over the 
graveyard, and announced 
to the crowd that the visi¬ 
tor never arrived. He al¬ 
lowed an Associated Press 
reporter inside the gates to 
view both of Poe’s grave 
sites, the original one and 
a newer site where the 
body was moved in 1875. 

There was no sign of ros¬ 
es or cognac at either 
tombstone. Jerome said 
the Poe toaster has always 
arrived before 5:30 a.m. 
There was still a chance 
the visit could occur later 
in the day, but Jerome said 
he doubted the person 
would risk a public unveil¬ 
ing by performing the task 


in daylight, when other 
visitors could be there. 

“I’m very disappointed, 
to the point where I want 
to cry,” said Cynthia 
Pelayo, 29, who had stood 
riveted to her prime view¬ 
ing spot at the gate for 
about six hours. “I flew in 
from Chicago to see him. 
I’m just really sad. I hope 
that he’s OK.” 

Pelayo and Poe fans from 
as far as Texas and Massa¬ 
chusetts had passed the 
overnight hours reading 
aloud from Poe’s works, in¬ 
cluding the poem The 
Raven, with its haunting 
repetition of the phrase 
“nevermore.”

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Golden Kebabs 
with Zesty 
Mayonnaise 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 tsp (10 mL) turmeric 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

4 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en breasts 

3 nectarines, halved and 
pitted 

12 baby peppers, halved 
2 scallions, chopped 
Grated zest of 1/2 lemon 
6 3/4 tbsp (100 mL) mayon¬ 
naise 

1/3 cup (75 mL) plain low- 
fat yogurt 

lemon juice, to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Put olive oil in bowl. 
Add turmeric, garlic and 
seasoning. Cut each chick¬ 
en breast into six chunks, 
then add to mixture and 
toss to coat. Set aside. 

2. Preheat broiler to high. 
Cut each nectarine half in¬ 
to four wedges, for 24 
pieces in total. Thread 


chicken, nectarines and 
peppers onto eight metal 
skewers, nestling wedges 
of nectarine inside pepper 
halves and alternating 
with chicken chunks. Put 
kebabs into large, shallow, 
ovenproof dish. 

3. Broil kebabs 5 minutes 
per side. Chicken should 
be cooked through and 
peppers and edges of nec¬ 
tarines should be well 
browned, with charring in 
places. 

4. In small bowl, mix scal¬ 
lions and lemon zest with 
mayonnaise and yogurt, 
and add lemon juice to 
taste. Serve dollops of 
dressing beside kebabs.
